WILMINGTON - Remember 
Tim Taylor, comedian Tim Allen’s 
handyman on the once-popular 
sitcom, Home Improvement? 
Here’s a project that would be tai- 
lor-made for his tool shed. 

The name of the project? The 
Wilmington Housing Rehabilita- 
tion Project. 

The goal of the project? To 
make home repairs on 27 units 
found throughout the town of 
Wilmington. We're talking 
repairs that will be made to heat- 
ing systems, porches, founda- 
tions, electrical circuitry, and 
more. 

Lynn Duncan, the Director of 
Planning and Conservation, 
approached the Board of 
Selectmen at its August 14 meet- 
ing and requested approval on a 
grant application to be sent to the 
federal Community Development 
Grant Program. The program is 
officially run by the Department 
of Housing and Community 
Development. The funds request- 
ed total $620,770. 

If such funds are granted, the 
money will allow for the continu- 
ation of a project that began last 


the early 1990's,” says Duncan. 
“Back then, we could only use 
such funds to focus on certain tar- 
get areas in town. With these new 
projects, we are longer restricted 
to specific areas. The funds can 
be used town-wide.” 

The project is intended for 
families who earn a low or mod- 
erate income and who reside in a 
home where the property is either 
below standards or deteriorating. 
As stated, the purpose of the pro- 
ject is to restore the home to meet 
the proper residency codes in 
Wilmington. One needs only to 
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spring and will successfully con- 


clude in the coming spring. 
“This current project is a big 
change from the ones we had in

“We fall into the Boston 
Metropolitan area, so the median 
income for families is a bit high 
er,” explains Duncan 
Aside from the repairs done to 


your home, the most beneficial 
feature of receiving such money 
is that you have a declining fif 
teen-year time frame in which to 
pay back the loan. If you fix your 
home and move out of it within 
the first year, then you will need 
to pay back all funds that were 
granted to you.

There is a Forgiveness Policy 
in place for those grant recipients 
who within those filteen years 
are affected by hardship or emer 
gencies

The letter stated that support- 
ers of the MCSA feel that the 
association has assisted in the 
duties of Selectmen in communi- 
ties throughout the county; has 
provided a united front with 
which to help Selectmen push 
beneficial legislation through the 
State House of Representatives 
and the Senate; has promoted 
well-governed communities 
through studies in which various 
municipal methods had been 
examined; and represented the 
combined “social, civic and eco- 
nomic interests” of the associa- 
tion’s members. 

In contrast, critical members 
of the MCSA’s Executive Board 


feel that the organization is over- 
powered by the needs and con- 
cerns of the county's larger cities, 
thus eclipsing those of smaller 
communities. 

The MCSA has been in exis- 
tence since 1924, predating the 
existence of the Massachusetts 
Municipal Association (MMA), 
which also provides services to 
communities throughout — the 
region, including Wilmington 
Given this, the Executive Board 
decided to afford proper respect 
to the MCSA through a vote to be 
taken by Boards of Selectmen 
throughout the county. 

On the whole, the selectmen 
agreed that the MMA does a good 
job with addressing the questions 
and concerns of boards of select- 
men throughout the county. The 
selectmen feel that all of the 
responsibilities fulfilled by the 
MCSA are already efficiently 
handled by the MMA, as well

BOSTON - As part of the Massa- 
chusetts Bankers Association’s con- 
tinuing efforts to promote financial 
education and safety, the Associa- 
tion recently released tips to help 
consumers avoid becoming victims 
of identity theft.

populations, each of which will be 
designated to one of the “houses.” 
In the weeks ahead, students will 
receive in the mail information 
regarding which house at which 
they’ll be hanging their academic 
thinking hats 

“The intent of having these 
three houses is to give kids the 
comfort that they are attending a 
smaller school within a bigger 
one,” says Garfield. “The stu- 
dents will be able to get to know 
their teachers better, as well as 
each other.” 

The decision to create three 
houses within one school was 
made through research that has 
shown that students do better in 
smaller learning environments in 
which their teachers really know 
them well. 

Says Garfield, “Parents believe 
that it is important for their child 
to meet as many different people 
as possible, but, actually, 
research shows that it is equally 
or even more important that stu- 
dents learn to develop relation- 
ships within smaller groups of 
classmates and teachers.” 

What about the potential for 
division? What about the concern 
that students will develop a pro- 
tective, competitive sense of turf 
in being designated to one specif- 
ic region of the new building? 

Garfield and her staff have 
had those bases covered for quite 
some time now. The sixth, sev- 
enth and eighth graders will all 
have their own lunches together. 
Some classes, such as reading 
and music courses and extracur- 
ricular activities, will have a mix 
of students from all three houses. 

“Students will most likely 
spend at least one-third of their 
school days in other houses, so 
they will get to meet and interact 
with other students,” says 
Garfield 

In the springtime, Garfield and 
other principals in the school sys- 
tem went to each of the elemen- 
tary schools and spoke with the 
incoming sixth graders. Visits 
were also taken to the North and 
West Intermediate Schools, where 
sixth, seventh and eighth graders 
are poised to make their transi- 
tion to the new school. During all 
such visits, Garfield gave stu- 
dents presentations regarding the 
new school, answerei any 
inquiries, and offered them email 
addresses to which they could 
send any further questions. 

Since the springtime, the stu- 
dent councils of — both 
Intermediate Schools have been 
joined together for meetings. 
Faculties and Parent-Teacher 
Support Groups from both schools 
have also met together at various 
points in the last few months. 

“We have worked hard to 
merge all of the constituencies,” 
Garfield. “There used to be 
a natural competitiveness 
between the two intermediate 
schools, and we have taken steps 
to eliminate that and create a 
sense of unity.” 

Such steps have included a trip 
to Washington D.C. with eighth- 
graders from both Intermediate 
schools, an annual “field day” for 
the sixth and seventh graders 
from both schools, and even joint- 
ly-held dances. 

“We have done all that we can 
to erase the possibility of having 
turf issues that could develop 
from having students from two 
different schools combined into 
one bigger school,” assures 
Garfield. 

Garfield and her administra- 
tion also had two meetings with 
parents during this past spring. 
One meeting was held for the 
parents of incoming sixth 
graders, and the other was held 
with the parents of students who 
will enter the new school as sev- 
enth and eighth graders. 

“Even though we didn’t know 
the answers to all of the parents’ 
questions at the time, we at least 
were able to familiarize them 
with the school and its related 
issues,” says Garfield. 

Garfield will also meet with 
teachers during a workshop on 
ae 2ist, 22nd and 23rd that

Garfield and her staff have gone 
to great measures to ensure that all 
900-plus students won’t be over- 
whelmed or disoriented or intimi- 
dated when they show up for their 
first day of school. 

For starters, there is the set-up 
of the school, which has been di- 
vided into three “houses” that have 
been named after the space shuttles 
Discovery, Explorer and Chal- 
lenger. The student body will be 
broken up into three smaller popu- 
lations, each of which will be desig- 
nated to one of the “houses.” In the 
weeks ahead, students will receive 
in the mail information regarding 
which house at which they'll be 
hanging their academic thinking 
hats. 

“The intent of having these three 
houses is to give kids the comfort 
that they are attending a smaller 
school within a bigger one,” says 
Garfield. “Thestudents willbe able 
to get to know their teachers better, 
as well as each other.” 

The decision to create three 
houses within one school was made 
through research that has shown 
that students do better in smaller 
learning environments in which

Teachers were 
back to class 


BILLERICA - As students were 
enjoying their summer vacations, 
staff members at Shawsheen Tech 
were back in school - as students. 
The Shawsheen Tech Summer In- 
stitute of Professional Development 
at the end of June brought 70 educa- 
tors together for four days to hear 
and share ideas about project-based 
learning, school law, web page de- 
sign, technical resources of the li- 
brary and more. 

Teachers from Shawsheen Tech 
and other area high schools were 
active participants in the sessions 
offered by Chris Kingsley of the 
Heller School at Brandeis Univer- 
sity Center for Youth and Commu- 
nities. Kingsley discussed a variety 
of problem based projects with as- 
pects of cooperative and experien- 
tial learning, then asked partici- 
pants to move into groups to col- 
laborate and create projects, He 
told them the “best learning rich 
project I’ve seen - bar none,” was 
implemented in Scotia, New York, 
and addressed concerns for elderly 
shut-ins and the need for teens to 
reach out. Teens were paired with 
elders and asked to make a daily, 
scheduled telephone call. If the el- 
der did not answer, an emergency 
system was in place that could in- 

clude calling a friend relative and 
eventually the police if needed. “The 
program saved three lives a year,” 
Kingsley told the attentive audi- 
ence in an informal keynote talk. 
Students, uncomfortable at first, 
were encouraged by peer support 
and the elders themselves who in- 
vited conversation when called. 

Results, in addition to saving 
lives, were impressive. “Kids rela- 
tionships with their own grandpar- 
ents improved,” Kingsley related 
They also learned to deal with death 
more effectively. Even their grades 
improved, and those running the 
program wondered why. Kingsley 
said the added responsibility, self- 


search, and learning the impor- 
tance of following through trans- 
ferred to other parts of their life, 
“including school.” 

Profusion of Projects 

The groups at the Shawsheen 
Institute participants conceived a 
variety of their own plans, brain- 
storming and choosing projects to 
improve community outreach, aca- 
demic improvement, and applied 
learning. Their ideas included: de- 
signing a handicapped ramp for a 
member of the community, insti- 
tuting school-wide recycling, de- 
veloping a computer presentation 
with audio to demonstrate how to 
finda terminal velocity, organizing 
a blood pressure screening for 
school staff, introducing web page 
and presentation design to fresh- 
men, establishing a fitness trail on 
school grounds, creating a peer 
support group, exploring an aspect 
of World War II and presenting the 
project using a variety of media 
tools, refurbishing a school court- 
yard as aninterpretive nature trail, 
and implementing a “career quest” 
program that would have students 
write resumes and publish a job 
search guide for the school. 

“At Shawsheen, I felt I was en- 
hancing, rather than introducing 
project-based learning, “Kingsley 
said “I was impressed by the level 
of knowledge, the experience of the 
staff and their caring,” he noted. 
Kingsley, a self-described “youth 
worker” for 20 years, has been a 
counselor, developer and teacher, 
and came to the Heller School at 
Brandeis, Center for Youth Com 
munities to be able to continue a 
focus on youth development, par- 
ticularly vulnerable youth. He is a 
graduate of Clarkson University 
with a B.S.E.E. and specialized in 
historic preservation for master’s 
degree work at Boston University. 
It was while he worked with at-risk 
teens in Dorchester during a sum- 


mer that he found his true calling. 
Besides, he added, “most of my 
relatives are teachers or principals 


- working with kids is the family = 


trade.”

also took part in any three of seven 
open sessions, most of which ad- 
dressed technology in the educa- 
tional setting. Inthe Drafting Tech- 
nology lab oratory, participants 
learned how to operate the CAD 
system to design projects while in 
Graphic Arts they learned how to 
get connected from their PCs for 
photo copying and other digital uses. 
In the library, the digital camera, 
scanner, email and Internet use 
were explained, while in Commer- 
cial Art and Design, participants 
learned a number of application on 
MacIntosh computers. Other ses- 
sions included demonstrations of 
the CCC software program for En- 
glish, math and science; a review of 
MS Office applications; and a dem- 
onstration of using web pages inthe 
classroom. 

Kingsley said some of the typi- 
cal aspects of project based learn- 
ing also have the best chance of 
being retained by students. Statis- 
tics from the National Training 
Laboratories in Bethel, Maine show 
that the average retention rate is 90 
percent for projects in which stu- 
dents teach others and where there 
is an immediate use of learning. All 
other methods are lower in their 
retention rate: practice by doing, 75 
percent; discussion, 50 percent; 
demonstration, 30 percent; audio- 
visual, 20 percent; reading, 10 per- 
cent, and lecture, five percent. 

Kingsley was brought to 
Shawsheen through the efforts of 
John McDermott, Assistant Super- 
intendent, anda group of Shawsheen 
teachers who had attended a local 
School t» Work program at Sun 
Microsysems where Kingsley had 
been a speaker.

At the Tech 
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Teachers were 
back to class 


BILLERICA - As students were 
enjoying their summer vacations, 
staff members at Shawsheen Tech 
were back in school - as students. 
The Shawsheen Tech Summer In- 
stitute of Professional Development 
atthe end of June brought 70 educa- 
tors together for four days to hear 
and share ideas about project-based 
learning, school law, web page de- 
sign, technical resources of the li- 
brary and more. 

Teachers from Shawsheen Tech 
and other area high schools were 
active participants in the sessions 
offered by Chris Kingsley of the 
Heller School at Brandeis Univer- 
sity Center for Youth and Commu- 
nities. Kingsley discussed a variety 
of problem based projects with as- 
pects of cooperative and experien- 
tial learning, then asked partici- 
pants to move into groups to col- 
laborate and create projects. He 
told them the “best learning rich 
project I’ve seen - bar none,” was 
implemented in Scotia, New York, 
and addressed concerns for elderly 
shut-ins and the need for teens to 
reach out. Teens were paired with 
elders and asked to make a daily, 
scheduled telephone call. If the el- 
der did not answer, an emergency 
en was in place that could in- 

de calling a friend relative and 
eventually the police if needed. “The 
program saved three lives a year,” 
Kingsley told the attentive audi- 
ence in an informal keynote talk. 
Students, uncomfortable at first, 
were encouraged by peer support 
and the elders themselves who in- 
vited conversation when called. 

Results, in addition to saving 
lives, were impressive. “Kids rela- 
tionships with their own grandpar- 
ents improved,” Kingsley related 
They also learned to deal withdeath 
more effectively. Even their grades 
improved, and those running the 
program wondered why. Kingsley 
said the added responsibility, self- 


search, and learning the impor- 
tance of following through trans- 
ferred to other parts of their life, 
“including school.” 

Profusion of Projects 

The groups at the Shawsheen 
Institute participants conceived a 
variety of their own plans, brain- 
storming and choosing projects to 
improve community outreach, aca- 
demic improvement, and applied 
learning. Their ideas included: de- 
signing a handicapped ramp for a 
member of the community, insti- 
tuting school-wide recycling, de- 
veloping a computer presentation 
with audio to demonstrate how to 
find a terminal velocity, organizing 
a blood pressure screening for 
school staff, introducing web page 
and presentation design to fresh- 
men, establishing a fitness trail on 
school grounds, creating a peer 
support group, exploring an aspect 
of World War II and presenting the 
project using a variety of media 
tools, refurbishing a school court- 
yard as aninterpretive nature trail, 
and implementing a “career quest” 
program that would have students 
write resumes and publish a job 
search guide for the school. 

“At Shawsheen, I felt I was en- 
hancing, rather than introducing 
project-based learning, “Kingsley 
said “I was impressed by the level 
of knowledge, the experience of the 
staff and their caring,” he noted. 
Kingsley, a self-described “youth 
worker” for 20 years, has been a 
counselor, developer and teacher, 
and came to the Heller School at 
Brandeis, Center for Youth Com 
munities to be able to continue a 
focus on youth development, par- 
ticularly vulnerable youth. He is a 
graduate of Clarkson University 
with a B.S.E.E. and specialized in 
historic preservation for master’s 
degree work at Boston University. 
It was while he worked with at-risk 
teens in Dorchester during a sum- 


mer that he found his true calling 
Besides, he added, “most of my 
relatives are teachers or principals 
- working with kids is the family 
trade.” 

Shawsheen Institute participants 
also took part in any three of seven 
open sessions, most of which ad- 
dressed technology in the educa- 
tional setting. Inthe Drafting Tech- 
nology lab oratory, participants 
learned how to operate the CAD 
system to design projects while in 
Graphic Arts they learned how to 
get connected from their PCs for 
photocopying andother digital uses. 
In the library, the digital camera, 
scanner, email and Internet use 
were explained, while in Commer- 
cial Art and Design, participants 
learned a number of application on 
MacIntosh computers. Other ses- 
sions included demonstrations of 
the CCC software program for En- 
glish, math andscience; a reviewof 
MS Office applications; and a dem- 
onstration of using web pages inthe 
classroom. 

Kingsley said some of the typi- 
cal aspects of project based learn- 
ing also have the best chance of 
being retained by students. Statis- 
tics from the National Training 
Laboratories in Bethel, Maine show 
that the average retention rate is 90 
percent for projects in which stu- 
dents teach others and where there 
is an immediate use of learning. All 
other methods are lower in their 
retention rate: practice by doing, 75 
percent; discussion, 50 percent; 
demonstration, 30 percent; audio- 
visual, 20 percent; reading, 10 per- 
cent, and lecture, five percent. 

Kingsley was brought to 
Shawsheen through the efforts of 
John McDermott, Assistant Super- 
intendent, anda group of Shawsheen 
teachers who had attended a local 
School t» Work program at Sun 
Microsystems where Kingsley had 
been a speaker.

Some room it has. The two older 
boys have their own rooms, and the 
younger ones will later when they're 
older. Carl predicts that within a 
few weeks he will have a lovely 
landscaped lawn and a new drive- 
way to accompany the new house 
Connie is thrilled with the new 
house.

The old house was built by the 


Jackson Brothers back in 1953. It 
was one of the first in a develop- 
ment that spanned decades and 17 
acres of the Harriman property at 
the head of Middlesex Ave. and 
Salem Street. Caleb Harriman had 
owned the old tannery in North 
Wilmington (where Dinette World 
is today) and had employed hun- 
dreds of people.

For 
decades Realtors would list ahome's 
first good feature as, “Jackson 
Built.”

Outdoors Column 
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The Best Game in Town 


By ED LARKIN 


Outdoors Columnist 

The return of the striped bass 
stocks to the coastal Massachu- 
setts waters is the success story of 
the decade. Over fished for years, it 
was consider pure luck just to hook 
up with the odd fish during a sum- 
mer outing prior to the 1990s. 

A sound fisheries management 
plan and backing from the sports 
fishing community now guarantees 
a healthy population of stripers for 
three-season fishing. 

Anyone can become a striper 
fisherman. A quick trip to the local 
bait and tackle store can get you 
started. A basic striper rod and reel 
is less than $100 with some tackle 
included. Best of all, your striper 
rod and reel can be used for several 
different fishing situations. 

It is also smart to begin with 
basic equipment, so you can be- 
come familiar with how to use the 
gear and practice casting before 
youhit the water. A standard set up 
is a7 to 10 foot rod with a spinning 
reel filled with 200 yards of 20 to 30 
pound test line for shore fishing. 

Most shore areas in Massachu- 
setts have rocky structure that will 
hold stripe bass. Stripers are also 
found around jetties and inlets. 
Tides and migrating baitfish should 
direct the striper fisherman. 

At different times of the season, 
strip bass will favorite certain bait 


over others. In the spring, they 
chase herring and move on to po- 
gies as the water warms. As the 
season advances, they also will 
readily take bloodworms, clams, 
andcrabs. Eels are especially good 
at nighttime. 

Some tips and advice, if you 
fish from the shoreline it is better to 
fish the incoming tide. Although, 
you can catch stripers pretty much 
anytime of the day and during high 
or low tides. But, like all fishing, 
certain conditions improve your 
chance of succeeding. The trick is 
tounderstand your gear and toseek 
advice from the local bait and tackle 
store. Learn to tie three or four 
basics knots. The improved clinch 
knot, the uni-knot, and the spider 
hitch. These knots are easy to learn 


and can be used for several light 
tackle situations. 

Always seek advice from local 
anglers on conditions, hot fishing 
spots and what baits are working. 
Local knowledge is key to hooking 
into fish. I find most fishermen are 
willing to share tips and lots of 
time, some bait to get you started. 
The big departmentstores will save 
you some money on gear, but they 
don't offer advice. Local bait and 
tackle stores are run by fishermen 
for fishermen. They generally pro- 
vide good advice and service, which 
is what keeps customers coming 
back. 


The last and most important rea- 
son, if you buy equipment from a 
local store, when you need repairs, 
they can mostly likely repair your 
rod or reel onsite ina short amount 
of time. 

Stripers can also be caught on 
lures and plugs. Live bait is by far 
the most productive method of 
catching fish. Please respect limits 
and toss the schoolies back for an- 


other day. Because ot combine ef- 
forts, the striped bass is enjoying a 
wonderful come back. In order to 
maintain this level of fishing we 
most continue to heed regulation 
and size limitations.

Clean living tops the

Stoneham 
“The Stoneham Skate Park 
which is located off of 
Pomeworth Street on the lower 
side of Pomeworth Park, is one 
of Frank Scarpa’s favorite 
places to go,” notes the 
“Stoneham Independent.” 
“Scarpa, the father of a son 
who skateboards, estimates that 
he has spent more than 200 
hours at the park since it 
opened a little more than a year 
ago. As a parent and citizen, he 
volunteers to maintain a lot of 
the responsibilities of the park. 
He alternates with other parents 
in opening the park in the morn- 
ing and closing it at night. 
“Scarpa says, ‘I feel like I’m 
missing out if I don’t go down 
there and see the kids and talk 
to them for half an hour or so.’ 
“The town has definitely been 
supportive of the park, says 
Scarpa. He feels that all five 
Selectmen have been behind 
what the park has to offer. He 
especially feels that Jeff 


Nutting, the Town 
Administrator, has been a major 
player. 


“Without question, Jeff has 
served the park above and 
beyond his position as Town 
Administrator? Scarpa says. ‘He 
has organized every detail of 
instruction, from the tar that 
has been put down to the repairs 
made with the fences. He has 
provided locks and trash bar- 
rels, he has repaired the ramps, 
and he has supplied plastic and 
tarps to protect the property 
during the wintertime. He has 
even made personal visits to go 
see the kids and the neighbors 
around the park.’ 

“Nutting is not alone in a job 
well done. The Department of 
Public Works has been integral 
in keeping the skateboard park 
in motion too. 

‘The DPW and their workers 
have done a terrific job with the 
upkeep and the improvements of 
the park, Scarpa says...” 


Clearing the air 


in Wilmington 

“The air has been cleared on 
the issue of whether or not 
smoking should be allowed in 


local restaurants,” notes the 
“Wilmington Town Crier.” 

“At the Town Meeting, resi- 
dents voted in favor of Article 
32, which proposed that smoking 
in Wilmington eateries be 
stamped out once and for all. 

“‘T have as much right to 
walk through a restaurant with- 
out inhaling secondhand smoke, 
responded an audience member 
who stood at a microphone to 
refute a few calls for smokers’ 
rights. 

“The majority of Town 
Meeting members agreed. 
Effective September 8, 2000, 
smoking will be prohibited at all 
local restaurants. The smoke-out 
will extend beyond Wilmington 
dining locations to include 
establishments that are open to 
the public and also serve food. 

“Anybody who does light up a 
cigarette in a restaurant after 
said date will have a $50 fine 
dragged out of their wallet. The 
owner of the restaurant will also 
see $50 from his or her own 
pocket go up insmoke. * 

“The smoking article was 
approved 98-43. 

“Chuck DiPasquale, who 
owns and runs_ Rocco’s 
Restaurant on Route 38, attend- 
ed the Town Meeting. It was 
clear by the scenarios that he 

that he could foresee 
the effects that such a law 
would have on his business. 

“T have 100,000 patrons who 
come to Rocco’s every year, said 
DiPasquale, ‘and I haven’t had 
any complaints about smoking 


DiPasquale suggested an 
amendment to the article that 
proposed that restaurants with 
100 or more seats be permitted 
to allow smoking provided that 
such activity is kept at a level of 
30%. Another part of his amend- 
ment suggested that restaurants 
with less than 100 seats have 
smoking prohibited from their 
premises. 

“DiPasquale’s amendment 
was favored by 50 Town Meeting 
members, but it was ultimately 
defeated by 90 individuals who 
opposed it.”

resident Margie Davis decided 
to make a change in her life,” 
notes the Reading edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“Davis, who had been 
involved in the technical writing 
field, found that she needed 
something more in her life than 
the everyday hum-drum of a 

existence. She needed 
to be fulfilled. 

“Over the last seven years, 
Davis has made that wish come 
true, an experience which has 
culminated most recently in the 
publishing of her new book, ‘The 
Healing Way - A Journal for 
Cancer Survivors.’ To under- 
stand her new book however, one 
must understand where it comes 
from first. 

“Davis’ first move into the 
non-corporate world occurred 
right here in her home town, at 
the Reading Senior Center, 
where she launched her first 
tentative venture into the world 
of teaching personal essay writ 
ing, a type of writing exercise in 


which her students would write 
reflectively on their lives. 

“That really spoke to my 
spirit, said Davis of personal 
essay writing, something which 
she has done herself. ‘I was 
writing to understand relation- 
ships and past events in my life’ 

“I ask my students to write 
reflectively. It is not enough to 
just tell the story. I want them 
to reflect on it, about how they 
feel now? she added. 

“That first night, as she 
shared her own experience with 
writing with others, Davis saw 
the power of reflective writing 
break loose. 

“While her students, an 
assorted group of seniors who 
had signed up for the course, 
busily wrote a simple exercise in 
reflection, one of them began to 
get very emotional. 

“During that first class, one 
of the students wrote about the 
guilt she had carried since she 
was five years old about her sis- 
ter’s death’ Davis remembered. 
‘She had had this guilt her 
entire life.’ 

“When Davis realized how 
much the personal essay writing 
had helped to release some of

“alarmed by the trend we have 
seen over the last 20 years of 
decreasing physical education 
requirements in public schools 
across the county.

Keep meat and poultry, 
especially if raw, away from 
other foods by placing in a sepa- 
rate leak-proof container either 
at the bottom of the cooler, or 
preferably, in a separate cooler 
to avoid bacteria-containing 
juices from leaking onto other 
foods or onto rummaging hands. 
If using ice cubes to keep meat 
fresh, do not reuse them for bev- 
erages.

“cool,” transport it in your car 
rather than the trunk, and keep

Today Robert H. Cavanagh, 
Jr. walks with a deliberate and 
painful limp as he comes around 
the corner of the stately antique 
colonial at the bend in the road 
on Pleasant Street, Woburn. A 
mountain of a man with white 
hair, moustache and glasses 
greets this writer and invites 
him into the place he and wife 
Jean have rented and called 
home for the last 45 years 
Entering the Goodsell house is 
like stepping back in time (1813) 
when life was in many ways 
simpler but definitely not easier. 
The late Irene (Fogg) Goodsell’s 
antique colonial has seen better 
days. Paint peels and time 
reveals a home badly in need of 
tender loving care. Inside the 
antique colonial it’s a treasure 
trove of charm and warmth, The 
early nineteenth century's furni- 
ture, and craftsmanship blends 
in with the new millennium’s 


appliances and conveniences. 

Bob’s Jean is as small as he 
is large, and hospitable to a 
fault. Coffee is served steaming 
hot in the quaint and comfort- 
able front living room where we 
learn the Cavanagh's have 
raised five children in the large 
two family house by the side of 
busy Pleasant Street. Bob slowly 
and carefully eases himself into 
a chair in front of a well-worn 
wood desk complete with a large 
magnifying glass he uses 
because of poor eyesight. 

Today the boy in the man 
looks back with satisfaction and 
pride. He says, “I was born in 
Plymouth. My dad worked for 
the FW Woolworth Co. We 
moved around quite a bit. 

He was transferred to 
Woburn in 1930 or 1931 (to the 
Woolworth store located) in 
Woburn Center at Busy Bend on 
Main Street where H & R Block 
is today. "The Cavanagh's life 
story flows forth in swirls and 
eddies like a never bending river 
in northern Maine.

(Phelan) Cavanagh was born in 
Calais, ME near the Atlantic 
Provinces of Canada and the St. 
Croix River. Bob Cavanagh, Jr., 
traces the St. Croix to its and 
his origin. “Her dad and my dad 
were both musicians and played 
in the Calais City Band. We (the 
Cavanagh's) vacationed there,” 
and that’s where the river, and 
eventually Jean and Bob 
merged continuing on their life's 
journey, eventually settling into 
their present apartment in the 
old Goodswell homestead where 
new life soon burgeoned. 
That voice tells you, “I’m quite 
proud of our family, Bonnie is a 
nurse practitioner.

Ok. Time to find out how and 
why this outdoors man first got 
interested in tying fishing flies.

Cavanagh recalls this guy’s 
“flies were acceptable-not per- 
fect. My dad advanced me $5 
which was a lot of money in 
those days, to buy a fly tying kit 
in Boston.” By the time his 
namesake was old enough to 
pick up a bamboo fly rod dad 
had perfected his fly tying tech- 
nique, and was spending a lot of 
time tying imitation flies which 
would match the hatch of larval 
insects on nearby Horn Pond 
which was clean, and pristine in 
the late 1930’s. Given his 
druthers young Cavanagh would 
have liked to fish and hunt til 
the cows came home. However, a 
resourceful wife demanded 
shoes, food and clothing for her 
growing family. 

Meanwhile, a good husband 
and father was also resourceful. 
Sixty two years ago the magi- 
cian with feathers, fur, hair and 
black silk thread was creating 
great looking flies that caught 
the attention of Sumner Towne, 
Co., Brookline. Why did he tie 
them? The 6’2”, 250 pound man 
says, “To finance my fishing 
trips to Maine and northern 
New Hampshire.” What was this 
man’s greatest opportunity, and 
did he rake the most of it? The 
traditional roll cast in a tight 
spot on the river is predictable. 
Mr. Cavanagh’s answer is not.

in the late 50’s. I ran the guitar 
section for E. Wurlitzer, Boston 
which was very busy in those 
days.” Ironically, fishing brought 
Mr. Cavanagh, a fishing com- 
panion and a new job together 
like Bob’s gray ghosts attract 
Atlantic Salmon. This fly fisher 
explains, “This fellow and I did 
a lot of (fly) fishing together all 
over New England. We were 
fishing one night at Horn Pond 
(Woburn) when Tim Jachrimo 
mentioned they (his company) 
were getting busy and they 
needed somebody. 

I said, “I've got an applicant 
right now.” He said, “who.” I 
said, “me.” I had an interview 
with Ernie Wurlitzer, and spent 
24 years there and became a 
vice president. Tim Jachrimo is 
retired and living in Florida. We 
still write each other.” 

“I was very, very happy, 
indeed to fish in New England. 
I'm old enough to remember 
when you could catch native 
brook trout in Degreasing 
Brook, West Woburn. I remem- 
ber catching a fish on a fly that 
(my son) Bobby tied for me 
when he was five. I thanked him 
for it; it was a humongous thing, 
and I used it on the way home 
from a (late night) gig. I always 
kept a rod in the car and I used 
this fly in Horn Pond, along the 
Parkway, where I caught a 
three pound brook trout where 
the brook enters the pond. 


Today Horn Pond is the recepta- 
cle for a lot of Burlington 
sewage.”
